Those four bristling paragraphs 
J\\ the story of how representa- 
ive self-government came to an 
end in Czechoslovakia, The Com-

Hope 
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Floods Threaten 
Southwest and 
Midwest Areas

A vast storm center formed over 


Texas and Oklahoma today and be- 
gan moving northeasterly, threat- 
ening to send new floods across 
lowlands in Southwestern and mid- 
western states. 


The storm was sweeping ponder- 


ously up the Mississippi Valley. It 
was expected to reach 
Missouri 


and Southern Illinois by tonight or 
early tomorrow. 


Forecasters said it would over- 


spread the Ohio River Valley by 
Tuesday night or Wednesday. 


Warmer weather throughout the 


Mississippi and Ohio Valleys in- 
creased the danger of flood. En- 
gineer 
said 
the 
rising tem- 


peratures would .melt the ice on 
river and the frost in the ground, 
releasing billions of gallons of wat- 
er into streams. 


Northern Wisconsin, Minnesota 


and the Dakotas were digging out 
of their heaviest snowfall of the 
year. Snowplows had bucked their 
way through the drift left on main 
road by Saturday's 
blizzard

Streams and rivers were falling

accumulation of escaping 
butane 


gas was the cause of an exeplosiqn 
at Pocahontas, Ark., Feb. 24 in 
which one person was killed

two buildings demolished, 
M. L. 


Blair, chief boiler inspector for the 
Arkansas Labor Department 
said 
today. 


He added he would incorporate 


the following in his official report: 


"Investigation revealed' that 
a 


valve, which was connected to a 
gas line, evidently had been forced 
open accidentaly in that portion of 
the building which had 
recently 


been vacated by an 
undertaking 


establishment and was being used 
as a warehouse by 
a 
hardware 
company. 


"The 
escaping 
gas 
probably 


seeped through the partitions 
be- 


tween this part of the building and 
an adjoining space used for a mo- 
tion picture theatre. As butane gas 
is heavier than air, it settled in a 
small basement under the rear of 
the theatre. When employes of the 
hardware 
company 
struck 
a 


match, the explosion occurred. 


"There was mo indication 
that 


the tank itself or the piping were 
not operating satisfactorily. It was 
definitely a case of the accidental 
opening of a valve which allowed 
the gas to escape. This would occur 
in connection with the release of 
any other type of gas in confined 
spaces." 


It had been reported that three 


buildings were demolished.

Washington, March 1 — (/P)— The 


United States and Britain are re- 
aming'in these days of uncertain 
peace the combined military high 
command 
that operated 
during 
most of the War. 


Quartered in one of the 
most 


leavily guarded sections 
of 
the 


Pentagon — with all but specialy 
ipproved visitors barred — is the 
headquarters 
of the 
"combined 
hief of staff." 
The only official description of 


he- day to day work is terse and 
not particularly illuminating: "The 
combined chiels of staff consider 
and decide questions deriving from 
'he wartime cooperation of Great 
Britain and the United States." 


However, it is known that the 


agency provides a clearing house 
for _a direct exchange of ideas on 
ccimpmcnt, weapons- and tactics of 
all military branches of the 
two 
nations. 


One of the more important post- 
war :iobs of the joint organization 
has been an eflort to standardize 
types and size of

Insects Can 
Destroy 
Young Garden 
Insects often 
cause Hompslead 


I county gardens to got off to a slow 
'stare. They may destroy seed in 
the ground or 
kill 
the

plants. Much of the trouble from 
these insects can be avoided, says 
Mary Dixon. Home Demonstration 
agent. She advises a good seedbed 
be prepared and kept free from 
grass or weeds for at least • two 
weeks before planting. 


Cutworms usually spend 
winter 


as partly grown worms. They 
are 


ready and waiting ior the 
first 


plants to come up or to be set out 
Maintaining a well prepared seed- 
bed for two or three, weeks before 
planting exposes 
cutworms 
to 


birds, other insects and weather. 
This greatly reduces thair num- 
bers. If cutworm damage is still 
feared, use paper collars or poison 
bran bait, she states. 


Seed-corn maggot or bean mag- 


got is a small, white maggot that 
eats the sprouting seeds of beans, 
peas, corn and oner plants. Beans 
and lima beans suffer most. ' Most 
of the seed may fail to come up 
and beanu from many that do may 
be "bald-headed". The flies that 
are the parents of seed-corn mag- 
gots are attracted to decaying or- 
ganic matter or manure, when they 
lay their eggs. A clean, well-pre- 
pared seedbed with all plant res- 
idues and manure plowed under 
is not as attractive to the flies. 
In addition to preparing a 
good 


seedbed, choose warm weather for 
planting beans so they will come 
right'up, further suggests the home 
demonstration agent. 


Sweet corn is often damaged by
